■  Tho  death  rate  is  higher  than  last  yoair,  loing  l6.3«  Tho  death  rato  in  1942  was 
13 <*6.  It  is  higlior  than  tho  doath  rato  for  tho  whole  Country'  which  vra.s  12«1.

It  is  an  unfortunate  circumstanco  to  havo  to  repeat  that  tho  v/ar  has 
seriously  intorferod  v/ith  tho  usual  activities  of  tho  Sanitoxy  Dopariinont. 

In  tho  most  urgent  and  nocossitous  eases >  it  has  of  course >  boon  possible 
to  effect  house  and  sanitary  sorvico  repairs >  but  it  is  obvicus  that  any 
la.rgo  scale  improvbnonts  in  housing,  virator  closet  conversions  and  tho  like 
will  havo  to  be  deferred  until  Icfoour  and  mterials  are  available* 

Tho  roQ.ovory  and  disposal  of  salvago  has  continued,  full  details  of 
which  one  given  oloswhorc.

In  spite  of  the  gradulally  increasing  difficulties  of  a  declining  supply 
to  tho  general  public,  it  has  boon  found  possible  to  cclloct  145  tons  of  v/asto 
matorial  for  so.lvago  purposes  with  a  value  of  £933* 

This  nonetcjcy  value  is. well  above  tho  average  for  urban  districts  in  this 
area,  end  I  think  it  can  truthfully  bo  said  tha.t  the  residents  of  the  township, 
havo  loyally  played  their  part  in  the  salvago  campaign.  It  is  unfortunate, 
hov/over,  that  good  nows  from  the  fighting  fronts  invariably  brings  a  doclino 
in  salvage,  end  I  would  urge  that  all  influence  should  bo  used  to  ondoaveur 
to  obtain  a  maxii:ii.u:i  and  steady  flow  of  waste  materials*
